iliness of about three weeks. 
He was 68. Welles suffered a 
heart attack some years ago 
but the exact cause of his 
death was not announced. 

Welles became Assistant Sec- 
retary of State under the ad- 
ministration of Franklin Roo- 
sevelt in 19388 and was pro- 
moted to Under-Secretary in. 
1987. He resigned in the sum- 
mer of 1943 because of deep 
| differences with the then Sec-. 
iretary of State, Cordell Hull. 
| He played an important 
role in shaping US. foreign 
policy before that country 
ename inte the war in Decem- 
i ber, 1941, and was closely con- 
sulted before President — 
velt made his plea for peace 
at the time of Munich in 1938. 

As Hitler and the Nazis 
their power, Welles 
ibluntly addressed himself to 
| the Germans, attacking the 
| Nazis for their persecution of 
the Jews and censuring the 
seizure ot Crechoslovakia. 

He went to Europe in Feb- 
ruary and March, 1940, as 
President Roosevelt's personal
